Oakland In It's Earlier Days 
Henry Maloon, One of the Oldest 


Residents Vividly Recollects Inter- 
esting Events and 


The Developing of the City-Early 


Chinatown, Lake Merritt and 'Cap- 
tain's Lane/ 


"Do you know where the first China- 


town was in this city?" 
The question was asked of a rep- 


resentative of THE TRIBUNE by 
Henry Malt on. one of the oldest resi- 
dents of Ockland, who retains an ex- 
cellent recollection of hundreds of In- 
teresting e- ents In the early develop- 
ment of this city. 


Answering the query himself, Mr. 


Maloon sail: 
"The first Chinatown Iras' situated 
at the sou'tnwest corner of Fourteenth 
and Clay streets. It was not a pre- 
tentious aggregation of houses but, 
such as thjy were, they were places 
which only Chinese would be likely to 
be satisfied with. There was not much 
opposition to them at the time but 
there was, even In that early day, an 
•undercurrent of feeling that was hos- 
tile to the Celestial. 
This feeling was manifested In the 


main by pranks played by the youths 
of the time which, while not resulting 
in serious injury to the Chinese, caus- 
ed them seme annoyance. 
"I can recall an early instance of 


selves Imprisoned in their own homes. 
Of course, there was a great deal of 
half-smothered cries for 
relief 
from 


the interior of the shacks, and, it may 
well be Imagined, the cries contained 
an Intermixture of 
blasphemy 
and 
threats of vengeance in the event that 
the imprisoned ones should be able 
to lay their hands on the men who had 
caused their Involuntary deprivation 
of liberty. 
"Within a few minutes, fellow Chi- 
nese came to the relief of the men 
in the shacks as did some white peo- 
ple who had heard of the overturning 
and much effort was not required to 
restore the cabins to an upright posi- 
tion.

I speak of In this city was the pres- 
ence of so many 'captains.' That was, 
In fact, the title of distinction here. 
There were only a few 'colonels' here 
then and, such as they were they woul" 
have had some difficulty in proving 
that they had ever done anything to 
merit the designation. 


"Of judges there were a few and 


the only reason that they were so 
characterized was that in their East- 
ern homes they had been admitted to 
the bar, or professed that they had 
been so honored. 
"But 'captains' were 
plenty, 
and 


many of them deserved and felt proud 
of the title. They were, in the main, 
sea-going men. 
Nearly all of 
them 


•were well known and had a great deal 
of experience on the water and were 
generally men who had saved a fair 
share of their earnings. 


"In those days all the traveling was 


done by water and some of these men 
had brought hundreds of the earliest 
residents of the place through trying 
storms from the Isthmus and, in not 
a few instances, around the Horn. 


"In this manner, they got acquainted 


with hosts of people and, as they had 
been masters on board ship, when au- 
thority, discipline, presence of mind 
and courage were in need, they in a 
certain manner, were treated to the 
same'respect when on land. 


"Speaking of 'captains' suggests the 


idea that there are very few people 
here now who know what was the 
first name given to Adeline street 
In 


the days to which I refer, that thor- 


oughfare, if that high-sounding name 
can be applied to it, was known as 
'Sailors' Lane.' 
"That name was given to It because 


of the number of sea captains who 
had established their homes on it. 
"At this date, I can recall five such 
dignitaries. 
All of these were hale, 


hardy and vigorous men and all of 
them, too, were proud of their call- 
Ing. 


"One of these was Captain Daily. 


Many years ago, his wife 'died and 
was buried at the corner of Fourteenth 
and Adeline streets. I don't think that 
her remains were ever removed. There 
was a pine tree at.the corner and I 
think that, for a time at least, that 
tree was a mark for her place of 
burial: 


"Then there was a Captain Chandler. 
His home was also on Adeline street. 
Captain Chandler was drowned off the 
heads at Golden Gate by the capsiz- 
ing of a pilot boat on which he was 
engaged at the time. 
I think there 


were three or four others lost at the 
same time. 


"Then there was a Captain Lansing 


He owned quite an amount of prop- 
erty. He owned a ranch at the end 
of Adeline street and It extended to 
the property of Captain Reed, father 
of Charles G. Reed the banker and 
George W Reed, the well-known at- 
torney of this city, whose home was 
located at the southwest corner of 
Market and Sixteen£h streets and who 
passed away about three rears ago, 
after having rounded >out more than 
four score years. 
* "That makes three of the sea cap- 
tains who resided on 'Sailors' Lane.' 
The other two are Captain Rogers and 
Captain Briggs. 
Captain Rogers had 


a large tract of property and the only 
way to get to the 'Point' was by open- 
Ing his gate and walking through the 
fields."

quently originated 


He further suggests that society try to 


influence marriages 
"The passion of 


Icve seems so overpowering that it may 
be thought folly to try to direct Its 


course," he says. 
"But plain facts do 


pot confirm this view. Social influences 
of all kinds have immense power in the 
end. 
If unsuitable mariages were ban- 


red socially or even regarded with dis- 
favor which some attach to cousin mar- 
riages, few would be made." 


Dr. Galton has given 'the University of 


London a sum of money for establishing 
lesearch work In his new science of eu- 
genics 
A Francis Galton Research fel- 


lowship in natural eugenics was founded 
and a fellowship appointed 
The work Is 


now a regular department of the uni- 
\ erslty carried on under the direction of 
Professor Pearson by a corps of investi- 
gators 
Professor Peirson has said. 


"Today we feed oui criminals up and

TO REMODEL 


Dress for 


OVERGROWN 


GIRL 


If-you have a girl who grows so rap- 


idly that her dresses soon become too 
short in the skirt and waist, you can 
easily remodel the dress if you have a 
fair Idea of sewing. 
Rip out the sleeves 


and cut the dress out to yoke length. 
The waist may then be let down slight 
ly to make it large enough. Make a yoke 
r.nd 
new sleeves for the waist of silk 


and use the discarded sleeves to muko a 
slightly gathered yoke seven or eight 
Inches deep to lengthen the gathered 
.skirt. Making use of the old sleeves In 
this way saves expense, and the skirt 
always looks prettier when the yoke is, 
made of the same material. The join 
ing of the yoke and skirt may lie hidden 
by *, three-quarter Inch wide braid. Two 
rows of braid may.be stitched an Inch 
or so apart lower down on the skirt. 


The joining of the waist and yoke may

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GRAFT PROSECUTION 


LIKE GREEK DRAMA 


SAX FRANCISCO. February 15. — Fremont Older has 


set E. J. Livernash, familiarly known as the Barnaby Rudge 
of California politics, to making faces and rolling Tip his eyes 
at land monopoly in Kern county. Older has just discovered 
that W. S. Tevis owns more land in Kern than is good for the 
country, and has employed LiYernash to roar about it. 


Older 's fierce indignation against land monopoly was pro- 


voked by the action of Tevis in swearing out warrants in Bakers- 
field for the arrest of Older and the befuddled proprietor of the 
Bulletin, charging criminal libel. Older does not want to be 
tried in Kern county or Los Angeles. Dunne and Lawlor are 
good enough for him. They are his friends and coadjutors in 
the Spreckels method of reform. Older is one of the Spreckels 
agents. He is a protege of Heney 's, and has poor old Muley 
L?ngdon taking orders. 


To try Older for any criminal offense, however flagrant, in 


San Francisco would he a huge farce. Heney promptly had 
Luther Brown and Porter Ashe indicted for arresting Older, 
although Older had printed a gross and malignant libel against 
Brown. 


Older has repeatedly libeled Tevis, but as the libels were 


punted at the instigation of James D. Phelan, the alleged graft 
prosecutors affect to regard Tevis as a most monstrous criminal. 
He owns a vast property, and this is held up as a crime. Phe- 
lan also possesses millions amassed in the whisky business, but 
lie is a good man. Rudolph Spreckels possesses a large fortune 
the usufruct of sugar, trust profits and shaking down the old 
man. and he is also an angel of light. But Tevis has outlawed 
himself by offending Phelan and prosecuting Older. Hence the 
Livernash railings against land monopoly. 


However, Tevis will not get Older down to Bakersfield to 


answer before a Kern county judge. The purifiers of San 
Francisco know too well how to juggle with the law to let that 
happen. They have baffled Tevis by a characteristic trick. 


They had E. P. E. Troy swear out a warrant in San Fran- 


cisco for the arrest of Older and Crothers on a charge of crim- 
inally libelling .Tevis. This was a trick to keep the pair of 
Bulletin harpies within the jurisdiction of Dunne and Lawlor. 


This chap appears in 'the role of prosecutor of Older and 


Crothers. He is playing his part to protect Older and Crothers 
from being prosecuted before a judge independent of control, 
and by a District Attorney who wilTSo his duty. For Langdon 
to go through the motions of prosecuting Older and Crothers 
before either Dunne or Lawlor would be a howling burlesque. 


But as Benjamin Ide Wheeler would say, Older must be 


protected on "moral grounds": he is useful to Spreckels and 
Heney, and the law must be twisted in his behalf.

tonsure for the horrible example he made of a young girl 
there who had been detected _ stealing from the lockers of the 
pupils. 


Publicly branding a young girl for life as a thief is harsh 


treatment, but to parade her disgrace and her downfall before 
a crowd of fellow students, making her confess her shame and 
then expelling her, looks as if it was carrying a punishment 
beyond the bounds of a school teacher's authority. 


Petty stealing will always occur, in fact it can never be 


eradicated from the world. Branding a person "a thief" is 
cruel even if it is justified. 


There are ways, however, of punishing such crimes. It 


does seem as if the proper bounds were transgressed when the 
principal of a school hauls a young girl before an assemblage 
of her fellow students and makes her admit ner crushing guilt, 
holds her tip as a horrible example, and practically brands her 
for all times as "a thief" and malefactor. 


The parent of tliis girl is poor and respected. In rapid 


channels the girl's act has circulated to the detriment of her 
getting an education and getting a position to work. 


Professor Pond has no reason to feel proud of this act of 


Ids. 


I note that Dr. Pardee is hammering the Espee to beat the 


band. In all his speeches he swats the octopus and calls upon 
the "people to rally to the standard of revolt he claims to have 
reared against William F. Herrin. 


It is a way the doctor has of reviving himself politically. 


He is a fierce anti-railroad man when he is out of office and 
without a seat on the band wagon. But when he was Governor 
he gave Harriman's railroad no trouble, and gave a good many 
of Herrih's people good political jobs.. He programmed with 
Herrin to defeat Bai-d and elect Flint to the Senate. He also 
t-tood in on the railroad crossing bill. 


But since he fell into the discard at Santa Cruz he has been 


working the hammer overtime against the Espee and every- 


b6dy connected with it. And I don't blame him for kicking. He 
never touched the railroad when he was holding down the 
Governorship and had a right to think he should have been 
slated for renomination. Although he solicited Herrin's sup- 
port in person and through his political major domo, Charlie 
Spear, he was turned down. 


He had done no harm and promised to be good during an- 


other term, but he was turned down. I never could understand 
why. 


" The doctor is particularly sore because Ruef's delegates 


were captured for Gillett. Pardee tried in every possible way 
to make a combination with Ruef. He had a three hours' 
conference with the curly boss on the veranda of the Sea Beach 
Hotel the night before the convention, during which he held 
out tempting inducements to Ruef in the way of patronage.

He thinks it was real mean for Harriman's la\vyer not to 


support him, and it hurts his pride to think that while he 
was talking turkey to Ruef the wily boss had already put 
Gillett's brand on his flock. He naturally thinks it was wicked 
in Herrin to take Ruef into camp first. 


I don't blame the doctor a bit for bucking and throwing 


the harpoon into the octopus. It was ungrateful in Herrin to 
interfere in the Governor's deal with the San Francisco boss. 
But if Ruef had accepted Pardee's offers I wonder what would 
have become of the graft'crusade. 


Some of the contributors to the fund of the graft prosecu- 


tion noAv regard the investment in civic purity as a very poor 
one. 
Henry T. Scott contributed several thousands of dollars, 


expecting to see Ruef, Schmitz and other officials punished for 
their lapses in public place. Instead, he finds Ruef and the 
Supervisors given immunity contracts and his friends of the 
Parkside enterprise indicted for having been stood up by these 
same officials, who were pardoned in advance. 


Harbor Commissioner Henry Crocker made two contribu- 


tions of $500 each. Now Henry does not like to be played for 
a sucker and he knows that in this instance of municipal purity 
and reform he has been passed at least one gold brick. 


Possibly the most mournful wail comes from Jere Lynch, 


the capitalist and Egyptologist. He is said to have contributed 
$500] Jere, on his first trip to Egypt, invested in the mummy

Now Johnson is smarting under the 
deception which placed hi™ in a false position, to say nothing 
of the big fat fee that never came. Johnson was warned to 
beware of the ways of the political reformers, but he thought 
that he would be exempt from the usual processes of that class 
and it does not contribute to his' gratification to find that he, 
too, is a victim of their program of general deception, if nothing 
worse.

The novel picture of a juryman extending his hand in con- 


gratulation to the man he had voted to convict, and who was in 
prison, was seen at the branch county jail a few days ago. The 
Building Committee of the Board of Supervisors was paying a 
visit of inspection to the county jail, with a view to ordering 
necessary repairs. The members were being escorted through 
the place by Sheriff Larry Dolan and when the quarters of 
former Mayor Schmitz were reached there were introductions 
by Dolan of the Supervisors to the prisoner. The exchanges 
of salutations were apparently without friction, if not cordial, 
until Supen isor Paul Bancroft was presented. Now this son 
of the historian was a member of the trial jury that convicted 
Schmitz and there was a pause. Dolan knew that there was a 
mistake somewhere, but did not recall the incident of Bancroft 
being a juror in the case of the prisoner. Bancroft appeared 
to be willing enough to span the chasm, possibly thinking that 
he could afford to be magnanimous, as he had been elected Su- 
pervisor since the incident that was fraught with such great 
import to the former Mayor, and extended his hand in saluta- 
tion. Not so Schmitz—there was to be no entente cordiale for 
him and he deliberately turned his back on the proffered hand 
and walked away. The visiting officials proceeded on their 
round of inspection and it was some minutes before Sheriff 
Dolan understood what it was all about.

II is now believed that the so-called'"trap" set at the house 


of Moritz Golden Roy was no trap at aU, but a device to furnish 
Supervisors Lonergan, Boxton and others an excuse for giving 
the accommodating testimony which they did later. 


Among the nrelimrnaries of this extraordinary bunco game 


was the sending of Ruef to the Trocadero. The purpose of this 
was to disqualify Sheriff Tom O'Neill, so that Biggy might be 
appointed elisor to take charge of the "fugitive from justice." 


It is now understood that the disappearance of Ruef was 


by agreement and it is not improbable that Detective Burns 
himself conducted the former political boss "into hiding." 
Ruef first went, or was taken, to the home of a well-known poli- 
tician in the Sunset District, where it was intended he should 
remain until all arrangements for his spectacular arrest and 
placing in the custody of Elisor Biggy should have been com- 
pleted. But some citizen saw and recognized Ruef at this hid- 
ing place and it was found desirable to have him removed to 
the Trocadero on the west side of Golden Gate Park, in which 
resort it was thought he might be more secure from observation 
if kept secluded in a private suite of rooms with his faithful 
friend, Myrtile Cerf, as a companion. . 


But even in his seclusion here Ruef was seen by visitors to 


the place and his presence there was a matter of report in the 
business quarter of the city. It is said that at least twice during 
his reported stay at Trocadero the former political boss visited 
the city proper and held conferences with the prosecution. Dur- 
ing this time the department of the Superior Court, over which 
Judge Dunne presides, was meeting daily to hear progressive 
reports from the Sheriff and Coroner, who, in turn, were 
specially instructed by the Judge to make diligent search and 
bring in the "fugitive from justice." As often did these offi- 
cers report the details of their fictitious searches for Ruef and 
their inability to find him. Gumshoe Burns would be present 
during these "sessions of the court with a self-satisfied grin on 
his private detective features. This was one occasion during 
the long and remarkable series of triflings with justice that the 
moccasin man did not sidestep the truth. He told the news- 
paper men throughout, "I know where he is and can put my 
Band on Ruef any time I want him." 


And stiU the farce comedy continued to occupy the boards

While Zola's historic letter, "J 'Ac- 


cuse," roused the world's Interest in the 
Dreyfus case, the ultimate liberation of 
the Jewish captain was in effect due to 
one man—that reckless and unprincipled j 
adventurer, Esterhazy.

Dreyfus— 


certainly the evidence upon which he 
was convicted—.was the bordereau, a slip 
of paper upon which had been jotted 
down the details of the documents, plans 
and secrets sold by the traitor to Ger- 
nanv.

Few Would Escape. 


While none of the members of the 


committee was willing today to deflne 
the exact cause which piompted their 
resignation, it was generally understood 
upon the campus thai their drastic ac- 
tion was the direct result of the resolu- 
tions adopted at the last meeting of 
the University trustees. 
The resolu- 


tions have created 
nn extraordinary 


amount of comment in the student body 
and several of the prominent seniors 
have remarked if the resolutions were 
announced: "There are a mighty few 
of us who \vould escape, espccialh on 
the campus, if this ruling was put into 
effect." 


The action of the trustees will be 


remembered to have been preqlpilaied 
by the recent tragedj at Palo Alto, in 
\vhich a student, coming home under 
the Influence of liquoi after a night 
spent in saloons in Menlo Park, was 
shot flown and killed by a resident of 
Palo Alto Into whose house (lie student 
had stumbled. 
The trustees fo the 


University decided that this fatal cul- 
mination of the student's debauch de- 
manded some drastic action that •uould 
prevent its recurrence. Therefore they 
decided that any known case of drunk- 
enness on the part of of an unclerguid- 
uate should hereafter be consideied a 
sufficient cause for dismissal from the 
university. President Jordan and the 
members of the faculty of the uni- 
versity were instructed by the trustees 
to take all necessary steps to enforce 
this resolution. 
Strict Ruling. 


It was especially provided in the 


resolution adopted by the trustees that 
not only habitual drunkenness was to 


considered a sufficient cause for 


dismissal, but also Hint even an oc- 
casional lapse from the strict and nar- 
row paths of sobriety was to be con- 
sidered sufficient to merit the expulsion 
of anv student in the university 
The 


members of the students' affairs com- 
mittee for some time have had a black 
ist m their possession and most of the 
students who are adicted to the use 
ot liquor either habitually or occasion- 
ally are known.

o tell John Hay's estimate of three

He hesitated, stopped, and did 
not tell what John Hay thought of 
Roosevelt as compared with McKinley 
and Grant.

"We have had in the White House 


'or four years a strong man." 


He praised Roosevelt's strength, and 


its courage, and added dryly: 
"I do not say how long stress should 


)e laid on this same thought." 


There the bankers woke up to the

"It reminds me," Shaw continued, 


'of a school town in New Hampshire 
that had a bad reputatfon. A teacher 
came there one fall from a theological 
seminary out in Ohio.

Problems. 


The problem of controlling Asiatic immigration has perplexed the 


United States for many decades and we have not fully solved it yet; 
but our perplexities have been trivial compared with those which 
are now besetting the British government. 
Our troubles have been 


mainly domestic and sectional, and, until recent years, confined to 
one race, the subjects of China. Since the close of the 
Russian- 


Japanese war, the same sectional opposition against the indiscrimi- 
nate admission of the little browi men and the Coreans has been 
started which forced the adoption of the Chinese, exclusion law; and 
still more recently, similar objection has been raised against Hindoo 
immigration. What outside friction the efforts of the United States 
government has created has been restricted to Peking and Tokio, 
chiefly to the former. Great Britain has in no wise protested, so 


far, against our restraining Hindoo immigration, and it cannot con- 
sistently do so, for the reason that India excludes from her territory 
all white laborers, not excepting the British workman. 


But the perplexities encountered by the British government 


through the growing opposition to the admission of Asiatics to its 
territory outside the British isles is not only raising trouble between 
it and its colonies, but between one section of the Empire and others 
and between one part of its autonomous colonies and other pro- 
vinces therein; besides threatening to create friction between the 
home government and those Asiatic nations with which it has en- 
tered into friendly treaties through which all the privileges accorded 
to its own citizens are granted to their subjects. 


The Australian Commonwealth and New Zealand have long 


since established a barrier against the admission of all Asiatics. 
This includes the Hindoos, who are British subjects like the New 
Zealanders and the Australians, as well as all other Asiatic races. 
And every effort made by the British government to modify the pol- 
icy of these antipodean colonies has failed. Their people stand pat 
for exclusion and the British government has been compelled to tol- 
erate it to avoid an open rupture. 


Since the Transvaal has been granted the right of self-govern 


ment, its legislature has passed a drastic law which not only upsets 


. all the pirns which the Rand mine-owners managed to carry out for 


the- admission of cheap Chinese coolie contract labor to work their 
properties when it was a crown colony, but it provides for the de- 
portation of those then admitted at the close of the term of their 
contracts. 
It goes further. It raises a barrier against the entry into 


the colony of all Asiatics, the Hindoos included, and those who en- 
tered the country before self-government was established are "sub- 
ject to denortation at the pleasure of the colonial government. 


The stand taken by British Columbia against Japanese and Hin- 


doo, as well as Chinese immigration, is creating discord between the 
provincial and the Dominion governments, as well as between the 
Dominion of Canada and the imperial government on the one hand 
and the governments of India and Japan on the other. This feature 
of the Asiatic immigration problem has been further complicated by 
the passage of what is known as the Natal act, which prescribes an 
educational test that few Asiatics can pass. This act the Dominion 
government at Ottawa has this week refused to ratify, and the right 
of one hundred and seventy Japanese to land, which has been denied 
bv the provincial authorities, is to be taken to the courts on the 
ground that the treaty with Japan guarantees them the right to land. 
How the British government will be able to harmonize the com- 
plex questions which the problem raise remains for the future to 
develop.

Big Fund for Good Sanitation. 


The seriousness of the sanitary situation in San Francisco and 


the urgency for the immediate institution of effective measures to 
stamp out the bubonic plague and its causes are demonstrated 
bv the de'eAnination to raise immediately by popular subscription a 
$500,000 fund with which to wage a war of extermination on the col- 
onies of infected rats with which the city is infested. The people 
have been spurred to action by the course adopted by the citizens' 
health committee and the notice served on the municipal authorities 
by the Federal Health Department of a time limit to suppress the 
plague to save the city from beirg quarantined. Now that San 
Francisca-is have been fully aroused to the danger menacing them, 
the crusac'e for cleanliness and the extermination of pest-ridden ver- 
min will be carried out with that vigor and earnestness and thor- 
oughness which is characteristic of the people across the bay when 
they rise to meet an emergency. 


Meantime, the people of other bay counties should not overlook 


the fact that the Norway rat. which has colonized San Francisco 
and is the nursery of the plague, is a migratory animal,'the most cun- 
ning and intelligent of all rodents, is quick to detect danger, and, 
when it is systematically raided upon, will shift its quarters at short 
notice to ->oints where less hostility to its existence is shown. This 
instinct, which the Norway rat so strongly possesses, to detect clan- 
ger to itself, and its migratory disposition become, under the circum- 
stances, a menace to all of the bay communities outside of San Fran- 
cisco and to every point within the State with which that city is in 
direct con'munication by rail and water. To save themselves from 
the possibility of infection, it behcoves each one of these communi- 
ties to set tip a rat quarantine to p-event im-asion. Vigilance in this 
respect i> the price oi security. 


Impo: ting the residents of other counties to form San Fran- 


cisco gran 1 juries is apparently the latest of the novelties introduced 
into the a Irninistration of ju?tice £ cross the bay by a privately con- 
ducted prosecution. Whether it i>. done to fa-^or friends and defeat 
tire ends i i justice remains to be seen, but the exposure of the trick 
seems to l>e complete.

Two things are apparent to any one 


who takes the trouble to consider the 
situation at Washington as It relates 
to the currency question. 
In the first 


place Congress itself and the adminis- 
tration are at sea as to just what 
legislation is needed and Is best under 
the circumstances. In the second plaea 
practically aJl of the bills or cure- 
alts which have been Introduced have 
for their purpose the Inflation of the 
money market. We are not prepared 
to say that It is exactly greenbackism 
or freesilverism, but there Is no reason 
to question the fact that it belongs to 
the same family of legislative experi- 
ment. 
Doubtless the 
Aldrich 
plan 


comes nearer the desires of the money 
changers than any of the other pro- 
posed measures, but no one plan can 
be'said to scientifically meet the con- 
ditions as they have been shown to 
be easy of creation when for a hun- 
dred reasons 
public 
confidence 
is 


broken. There is a need for an im- 


proved currency system, but ko long 
as men competent to discuss It 
not agree among themselves on a solu- 
tion, upon what theory, pray) is a cer- 
tain solution to be accepted on the 
fly? 
Especially Important is it that 


fly-by-night legislation should not be 
undertaken when there is the slightest 
reason to believe, as in this instance, 
that the two political parties are hurdl- 
ing to prove their 
superior 
ability. 


There are many able men and bank- 
ers, like Congressman Hill, who believe 
that the true solution is to be sought 
through a national bank of issue, with 
branches in every state of the Union, 
and that all substitute plans are but 
so many sly tricks to delude the pub- 
lic without ruining the business of the 
money traders and speculators. 
We 


confess to no opinion upon that sug- 
gestion worth the having, but that it 
Is upheld by men whose reputation for 
intelligence has never been successfully 
assailed is reason enough to postpone 
consideration of the whole question 
until men can bring to the study~~of it 
quiet minds anjl rested bodies. — New 
Haven Journal-Courier.

Dr. Peters bases his opinion on his 


own discoveries in East Central Af- 
rica, and Baron von Falkenegg relies 
on the evidence of the Bible as indi- 
cating the approximate site of the an- 
cient gold mines

King Solomon, in tn-ooeration with 
the King of the Phoenicians, fitted out 
colonizing expeditions for Africa, the

on the Coast, if the weather does 
not interfere, with the games, for the 
White Sox play more real ball than 
any team tn America. They can score 
more runs on less hits and keep others 
from scoring on a slashing batting bee 
than any team in the country. 


Comlskey's success with Chicago has 


been wonderful, and he has accumu- 
lated a fortune estimated at more 
than half a million dollars out of 
baseball in Chicago alone. 
There is a -reason for al!p things, 


and the reason that the "Old Roman" 
has been so successful Is because he 
knows the game he Is playing and 
knows It from every angle. 
Knows Baseball. - 


He'1 knows how to'treat ball players, 


the public and the press, and. Comis- 
key always has this combination work- 
Ing in his favor. With these elements 
working for Comiskey it can easily 
be seen why he is a success and why 
he made baseball popular under ad- 
verse conditions in Chicago. 


Comiskey has always been a money- 


maker in baseball. 
While 
he was 


with the St. Louis Browns he made 
several fortunes for Con der Ahe, who 
lost all his money when he lost Co- 
miskey. 
During the four years that Comis- 


key led the St. Louis team to cham-. 
pionships the club earned on an aver- 
age of $100,000 a year. 


And Comiskey has done better than 
this for himself at Chicago. 


ProHably of all the strenuous cities 
in America Chicago is the most stren- 
uous of them all, and Comiskey is 
about the most strenuous resident of 
that strenuous town.

The 
ball, in its first stage, is a small spher- 
ical piece of vulcanized rubber of cer- 
tain size, weight and bounding ca- 
pacity.

evolution from the rubber sphere to 
the nice snow-white sphere tied up in 
the box measurements are taken, seven 
times. 


After the rubber has passed the te=t 
it is buried ,in a four-ply yarn, which 
must pass muster for 
size, weight, 
strength and cleanness. 
If the yurn 


is oily extra weight will be added,

After a certain amount of. four-ply yarn 
has been used the sphere Is cemented, 
then given a coating of three-ply yarn, 
cmented once more, and a Uvo-nly yam 
is wound around/ The cement Is af 
used. 
Tills cement must also be of 
a certain standard. 


The next step in the manufacture of 
a league ball is the addition of camel's 
hair, fine and strong1. The ball is Ihcn 
subjected to heavy pressure and is 
molded into proper shape and size. 
Then it is ready tor its cover.
